that the 
book is authorized were stricken from 
the resolutions and the text and title 
pages of the book itself and In which 
the resolution of the opposition was 
also incorporated, declaring specifical­ 
ly that the assembly made no recom­ 
mendations 
with 
reference to 
it. 
With these limitations the report of 
Dr, Henry Van Dyke’s committee was 
adopted and all 
bitterness between 
the factions 
avoided. 
The book of 
forms will continue to be published, 
but 
nowhere on 
its pages 
will be 
found anything 
to Indicate 
that it 
bears any authority from the Presby­ 
terian general assembly, all such words 
and phrases having been stricken out. 
It will be published merely “for the 
purpose contemplated by the general 
assembly of 1905” and “for voluntary 
use.” 
An effort, was made by the opposi­ 
tion to have the names of the commit­ 
tee who have prepared 
It stricken 
from the book, hut this was defeated. 
By its action the assembly virtually 
has rescinded the action of three pre­ 
ceeding assemblies of 19<• 3, 1904 and 
1905, in which progressive steps wore 
taken for an authorized book of forms.

Washington, May 
24.—Iii addition 
to passing half a dozen bills to which 
no'objection was made, the si * n ate tk- 
votcd its entire day’s session to the 
Immigration bill, which 
was passed 
Just before the hoar of adjournment. 
The major portion of the discussion 
was devoted to the provision for sup­ 
plying Information concerning the dif­ 
ferent sections of the country to newly 
arrived immigrants. 
The 
bill consists of a series 
of 
amendments to the existing law, all of 
them intended to permit stricter reg­ 
ulations for keeping out the defective 
classes of aliens. 
The head tax is in­ 
creased from $2 to $5. 
The debate 
on the bill was brief, occupying less 
than two days. 


Christiania, May 24.—Henrik Ibsen, 
Norway’s greatest poet and dramatist, 
is dead— ------------ 
Although Ibsen’s literary 
activity 
ceased 
some years 
ago when 
an 
apopleptic seizure forced 
him to re 
frain from mental effort, he had con­ 
tinued to be a familiar figure in the 
life of Christiania and was frequently 
seen 
driving in the 
streets with 
a 
companion. His sudden removal, there 
fore, deeply impresses the capital. 
From time to time lately as fresh 
apoplectic attacks came upon him it 
became obvious, especially iii view of 
his 
advanced years, that his death 
could not be far distant. 
His condi­ 
tion last week 
was v c y disquieting. 
Tuesday 
night another seizure 
left 
him completely unconscious, and his 
physician, Dr. Bull, announced that ho 
had only a few hours to live. 
At 2 
o’clock p. rn. the patient’s respiration 
weakened and the nurse in attendance 
summoned Madame Ibsen, Sigurd lh* 
—se n. bis son, and 
the -hitter’s wife, 


Philadelphia,

24.—Further 
revelations concerning stockholdings 
in soft coal mining companies by offi­

railroad 
were made here when the interstate 
commerce commission resumed its in­ 
vestigation into the alleged discrimi­ 
nation by railroads in tile distribution 
of cars. 
Three high officials of the railroad, 
First Vice President John P. Greene, 
Third Vice President Samuel Rea and 
William 
A. Patton, assistant 
to the 
president at Philadelphia, 
were the

greater part of the morning and was 
an unwilling witness. 
Tho persistent 
questioning of Attorney Glasgow for 
the commission, however, brought out

is $307,000, in various coal companies 
without 
cost 
to 
himself.

plained, however, that he had signed 
notes obligating himself for his share 
of the losses and declared his belief 
that it was proper for him to accept 
the stock under those conditions. 


Explained Hie Transactions. 
Vice President Rea 
read a stat *

explained all of his stock transactions, 
stating that he did not believe he was 
debarred from

cause of his connection with the rail 
road 
company. 
Mr. Rea said 
that 
most 
of 
his 
stock 
was 
acquired 
through his association with land pur­ 
chasing syndicates which took up tho 
coal properties for development. 
Vice 
President 
Greene said 
that 
twenty or thirty years ago it was not 
considered improper for an official of 
the 
railroad to own coal 
company 
stock, hut that conditions had changed 
and such holdings might not. now be 
regarded in the same light as former­ 
ly. 
He Informed the commission that 
tho board of directors of the Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad, acting upon tho infor­ 
mation that, had been brought out at 
the hearings, had appointed a commit­ 
tee of five directors 
to make an in­ 
vestigation into the connection of its 
officials 
with coal 
companies. 
Mr. 
Greene said he did not own a dollar’s 
worth of coal company stock. 
Other witnesses testified to stock 
ownership and to 
discrimination in 
tho distribution of cars.
